(Game Commission Release) 
Appraisal B uck Season 
The field officers of the Game 
Commission have made their final 
reports on the 1954 buck season. 
The following is based on kill es­ 
timates and other information sub­ 
mitted : 
Reports from the Game Com­ 
mission’s six field divisions show 
the estimate of legally killed deer 
last season to be 32,728, as com­ 
pared to the 1953 season when 
game 
protectorrs 
said 
about 
31,963 legal deer were killed. The 
actual tabulation of kill tags of 
legal anterled deer taken in the ’53 
season totaled 37,384, which again 
indicates the conservative estimate 
submitted by field officers of the 
Commission. 
If the officers’ figures for the 
last season were correspondingly 
low the bag of bucks in 1954 exceed­ 
ed that of ’53. In 1952 the legal 
buck kill, by returned tags, was 
27,164. 
Over most of the state the weath­ 
er during the recent deer season 
was 
described 
as 
“good” 
to 
“fair” , with the hunting pressure 
greater than in the previous sea­ 
son. In the northwest, however, the 
weather was called “bad”. Rain, 
wind, low temperatures and snow 
cut hunters’ time afield and re­ 
duced the take of bucks in that 
section. Across most of the north­ 
ern counties a reasonable layer of 
snow provided hunters with an 
assist. Except in the southwest and 
the mountainous portions of the 
southcentral bare ground prevailed, 
hurting the hunters’ chances and 
increasing the possibility of hunter 
casualties. 
In the rugged portions 
of 
the 
state, in the '54 
season, 
many 
hunters were forced to go deep into 
the woods or high onto the moun­ 
tains where the bucks stayed be­ 
cause the supply of acorns was 
there. But increased hunting pres­ 
sure in agricultural areas was also 
noted in the recent season. While 
bucks were found to be fat gen­ 
erally, the best racks came from 
farm areas 
or lands 
adjacent. 
More hunters than formerly were 
reported seeking 
their 
deer 
in 
southern counties, where deer bag­ 
ged were usually fine specimens. 
An exceptionally large buck was 
killed in Chester County in the last 
season. The animal, an 8-pointer, 
weighed 250 pounds rough dressed. 
Final figures on the legal buck 
kill of 1954 will not be available 
until kill tags submitted to the 
Harrisburg office of the Game 
Commission are tabulated.

F ’ r Harvest Continues 
By now most hunters have clean­ 
ed. oiled and stored their sporting 
guns. 
The situation is different in the 
case of fur takers. The present 
mink season does not end until 
noon, January I, 1955. The one for 
muskrats closes at noon, February 
I. Tens of thousands of men, boys 
and some of the feminine sex trap 
for fur-bearers in Pennsylvania 
every fall and winter. 
In the current hunting license 
period raccoons, skunks and opos­ 
sums may be taken in unlimited 
numbers. This winter’s three-week 
beaver season does not start until 
February 14, 1955. Foxes and wea­ 
sels, classed as predators, may be 
trapped any time. 
Today’s prices for wild-caught 
fur are so low, compared to those 


20 to 30 years ago, trapping has 
fallen off markedly. At one time 
the pelt of a prime red fox brought 
the trapper $20 or more. Now its 
skin is worthless or nearly so. A 
blanket (large) beaver hide that 
sold for $60 to $80 in 1945 sold last 
winter for $12 to $15. A wild-caught 
mink pelt listed at $12 to $16 this 
season netted the trapper $25 to 
$30 a few years ago. 
Today’s prices on large, prime 
pelts not already mentioned are 
about as follows: weasel, 
$1.25; 
black skunk, $1; muskrat, $1; opos­ 
sum, 15 cents; raccoon, $1. Not a 
high return when the labor involved 
and the cost of equipment are con­ 
sidered. 
But trappers who yearn for the 
“good old days” should not dream 
back too many years. In 1886 a 
Philadelphia fur house issued a pelt 
price list most of which looks hard­ 
ly encouraging, even when the dif­ 
ference in dollar value then and 
now, is considered. These items 
were taken from the list: a fisher 
(now extinct in 
Pennsylvania) 
brought $3 to $7, the same as an 
otter skin; a mink hide was bought 
for 20 cents to 60 cents; one from 
a wild cat was worth 25 cents, a 
house cat IO cents; a rabbit skin 
was valued at I cent to 2 cents; 
the pelt of a “winter-killed” musk­ 
rat brought IO cents to 15 cents; 
and that of the raccoon IO cents 
to 65 cents. 
Today’s raw fur prices are not so 
low but that many trappers con­ 
tinue to run their lines, and wild- 
Vaught furs net a tidy sum for 
many a trapper in this state. Also, 
the trade in pelts and the money 
garnered by tanners and manufac­ 
turers of fur garments eventually 
has an economic effect of consider­ 
able importance to many people. 
* * * 
Pheasant Causes Excitement 
William Shaver, a game protect­ 
or living at Mainland, Montgom­ 
ery County, reports: “On Novem­ 
ber 9, 1954, an uncle visited my 
home. That day he hunted for a 
few hours and shot two cock pheas­ 
ants. The evening meal over he 
started cleaning his birds in the 
sink, with the help of my mother-in- 
law. 
“Suddenly the lady shrieked and 
dropped one of the pheasants. In 
cutting the craw open she found a 
snake curled up inside it. The cause 
of the excitement was 
a 
dead, 
eleven-inch garter snake. 
“From now on,” said Shaver, “I 
shall probably have to clean any 
pheasants I bag, because coopera­ 
tion from my wife or mother-in- 
law is hardly expected.” 
# * * 
Deer Goes Where Food Is 
Says Donald Croft, a Montgom­ 
ery County game protector, “I have 
received many requests to pick up- 
dead deer, but last November 2nd 
I got my first to come get a live 
one. A large doe had 
crashed 
through a glass door in a restaur­ 
ant in Lansdale. Hard hoofs and a 
slippery floor brought the animals 
flight to an end, under a kitchen 
table. Several employes held the 
deer 
down 
and 
tied 
its feet 
together. When the animal was re­ 
leased in a wooded area it took 
off in a manner to show it was 
none the worse for the experience.” 
A brother officer, Donald E. Mil­ 
ler, quipped: “We know food for 
deer is a serious problem, but this 
is the first report of one actually 
visiting a restaurant.”

Complete changes in plans have 
been required in the Youngsville 
schools since a delay in the com­ 
pletion of the new addition to May 
16 was announced this week.

British Commercials 
For the last couple of months 
British 
publications 
have 
been 
flooded with advertising about ad­ 
vertising. Britain is about to be 
embraced by commercial televis­ 
ion and the ad agencies are busily 
telling the people - in a discreet 
British way, of course - how adept 
they are at making television com­ 
mercials, a feat that has never 
been performed in Britain before. 
To quote one of these advertis­ 
ing ads at random: “ British com­ 
mercial television would be some­ 
thing quite new; something on t* 
own. It would be unlike BBC tele­ 
vision because it would be com­ 
mercial. It would be unlike Ameri­ 
can television because it would be 
British - and especially because 
there would be no sponsored en­ 
tertainment as in America.” (Brit­ 
ish ad agencies will have no voice 
in programming; they will just in­ 
sert the commercials as we do here 
in magazines and newspapers.)

Well, we got a little foretaste of 
just how British British commer­ 
cials are going to be the other day 
on Erie Sevareid’s program “ The 
American Week” (CBS-TV 4 p. rn. 
EST Sundays). From Sir Kenneth 
Clark, the Tzar of British com­ 
mercial television, Mr. Sevareid 
procured some British TV com­ 
mercials (which have not even 
been seen in Britain) and also a 
filmed interview with Sir Kenneth. 
The British had inspected about 
1,000 of our TV commercials and 
Mr. Sevareid inquired of Sir Ken­ 
neth what he thought of them. 
“ They’re a pretty mixed lot,” said 
Sir Kenneth carefully. “There are 
some amusing ones, especially the 
cartoons. But there are some that 
are a bit too insistent - too insistent 
for us, at any rate. I wonder how 
well all that banging on the nerves 
would work over here.” 
Then we got some samples of 
the British or uninsistent kind of 
commercial. They were, I’m forced 
to confess, fearfully British and 
frightfully uninsistent. One of them 
opened with a hearty Briton say­ 
ing: “ Hello there. I want to talk 
about penguins.” And talk about 
penguins he did - about small pen­ 
guins that live off the coast of 
Africa, about king penguins who 
warm their eggs between their feet 
and about imperial penguins. “ And 
also the other kind of penguin,” 
he added diffidently, “ Milk choco­ 
late penguins” - and he held up a 
bar - “ biggest milk chocolate bar 
in Britain.” and that was that.

Council Regulates 
Its Firemen, We Guess 


The business of passing regula­ 
tions with which to establish rules 
for the Warren borough fire de­ 
partment was widely discussed at 
the adjourned meeting, Monday, 
and finally a set was passed which 
was much amended in hopes of 
avoiding future 
“trouble”. 
The 
successful appeals of one Captain 
Hartwell Willey apparently weigh 
heavily. 
The word “shift” was taken from 
in front of the word “captain” in 
every instance so that no one who 
wants to cause trouble for the bor­ 
ough will have a loophole through 
which to shoot. It was feared that 
the creation of two Shift Captains, 
when there actually are three cap­ 
tains, might be considered the set­ 
ting up of a new category for 
which civil service examinations 
would be required. 
It also was emphasized in the 
discussion that the borough man­ 
ager can be placed in charge of 
the fire department in some re­ 
spects, but that he cannot super­ 
vise the actual fighting of fires. 
Councilman Painter, chairman of 
the public safety committee, said 
he couldn’t divulge some of the 
thinking being done but that the 
rules probably would be changed 
again within a year if some of the 
present thinking worked out.

Against Gas Controls 
Banks Join In Fight 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON - You 
may, 
or 
may not, remember a theme of the 
Congressional investigations 
of 
banking and finance a couple of 
decades ago. This was that a few 
powerful New York banking firms 
exercised 
considerable 
control 
over our economy, and thus our 
politics and government, through 
interlocking directorates with our 
major industries. 
Under the persistent political at­ 
tack of that era following our great 
depression, big business and big 
finance began to manifest a chas­ 
tened spirit. 
Their leaders 
got 
themselves booked far and wide to 
counteract the political charges of 
"control by a few” and delivered 
speeches about the new 
"social 
consciousness.” 
But every cycle comes to an 
end. Or at least big business began 
to act more natural again and to 
throw its weight around politically 
again with the advent here two 
years ago of an administration 
which it regarded as more sympa­ 
thetic. It began to regain lost 
ground. 
Big oil, you will recall, won the 
first big victory in the bill — pre­ 
viously vetoed by President Tru­ 
man - that gave states control 
over marginal coastal lands rich in 
oil. President Eisenhower promptly 
signed that into the law of the 
land as he had promised he would 
do during his campaign. That law 
nullified a Supreme Court decision 
holding that the Federal govern­ 
ment had paramount interest in 
those lands. 
Well, the Supreme Court misbe­ 
haved again after that was all 
taken care of. Once again it offend­ 
ed oil and affiliated natural gas 
interests by upholding the authority 
of the Federal Power Commission 
to include producers of natural gas 
in its investigations to determine 
fair prices to consumers. That, in­ 
cidentally, was the end of an inter­ 
esting story which began with a 
bill passed by Congress, sponsored 
by Senator Robert H. Kerr (D., 
Okla.) to exempt producers from 
FPC authority. 
President Truman killed that bill 
with his veto. But then the FPC, 
in a case affecting Phillips Petro­ 
leum Company, virtually put the 
Kerr bill into effect by administra­ 
tive action. It held that it, the 
FPC, did not have authority to 
delve into production, as the expert 
staff of FPC had been doing for 
months in fact in an investigation 
of charges of 
excessive 
prices 
brought against Phillips Petroleum 
by several Midwestern states and 
cities. But, when the appeal of the 
latter reached the Supreme Court

the FPC was told that it did have 
that authority. 
So the Supreme Court must be 
taken in hand again by oil — 
through Congress. Sure enough, 
that’s the program. Big oil, which 
owns the bulk of our natural oils 
reserves, is organizing a campaign 
to get a bill through Congress like 
the old Kerr bill so that this latest 
Supreme Court decision will be 
nullified, too. 
But now we have an 
added 
wrinkle which takes us back to the 
community of interest between big 
finance and industry about which 
we heard so much a few years 
back. This will dissolve any illus­ 
ions you may have had that banks 
were principally institutions which 
kept your money for you. 
No, some of them know all about 
political issues, too. At least two 
big New York banks - National 
City and Empire Trust - are will­ 
ing to get mixed up in a political 
fight on behalf of big oil and natur­ 
al gas. In their last monthly letters, 
supposedly confined to business and 
economic conditions, considerable 
space is devoted to an argument 
against the Supreme Court decision 
and virtually an ultimatum to Con­ 
gress to act to nullify that decision. 
The Empire Trust was not con­ 
tent to rely on its own staff. It 
got a well-known writer and lectur­ 
er, David Cohn to do a literary 
job on the highly technical subject. 
That he did, in the 
style with 
which we are familiar, with a light 
touch, a few jokes, and a sentimen­ 
tal appeal to the little woman - our 
slaves, our wives, whose toil is 
lightened by gas - under the orig­ 
inal sub-head "Never Underesti­ 
mate the Power Of a Woman.” 
This goes on for the entire seven 
pages of the letter, which is devot­ 
ed exclusively to this subject about 
which you probably never expect­ 
ed to hear from your banker. 
It may be irreverent to suggest 
that the banks may be underesti­ 
mating the power — as well as the 
common sense — of such of their 
depositors as are also consumers. 
And there are 40,000,000 natural gas 
consumers. 
David Cohn and whoever wrote 
the National City Bank essay come 
out, strangely enough, with the 
same conclusion - that all Federal 
regulation of natural gas should be 
abandoned as it is socialistic, and 
that the free enterprise system 
should have full and free reign. If 
you’d like any more of the banker 
viewpoint on this subject, you can 
follow the advice in the foreword 
of David Cohn’s essay which is 
signed by Henry C. Burnie, presi­ 
dent, Empire Trust, which con­ 
cludes : 
"Relief from Federal regulation 
can only come from legislation en­ 
acted by Congress. John W. Bitner 
of our organization has worked 
closely with Mr. Cohn in the prep­ 
aration of this letter and will be 
glad to discuss with our friends 
pny feature of it.” 


WISHING YOU A REAL OLD-FASHIONED

However, behind this fine dress 
and tinkling gew gaws what do we 
find? Is our Christmas spirit more 
than tinsel deep? 
Is there a revelation in the fact 
that over a half million dollars 
recently was distributed in Christ­ 
mas .savings? This in a community 
where a $59,000 drive to provide 
funds for nine non-profit agencies 
did not reach its goal. 
And these

customers were willing to let the 
banks have the use of the money 
for many months at no interest! 
The astuteness of bankers in gen­ 
eral 
continues 
evident down 
through the centuries. 
Great is the hustle for that half 
million dollars. So great that all 
stores do their heaviest business 
at this time of the year, and some 
do as much as sixty per cent of it! 
There are many encouraging ac­ 
tions. The Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce votes money for Christmas 
help, but avoids the self-satisfying 
pleasure of watching the smiles on 
recipients’ faces by turning the 
money over to the capable hands 
of the Salvation Army.

Earned Income Tax? 
Looking for new sources of in­ 
come, the Warren borough council 
is giving serious thought to a wage 
tax, also known as an earned in- 
eome tax. This is not an occupa­ 
tional tax, as reported in other 
mediums. We already have one of 
those. 
Council probably 
would 
make 
the assessment one-half of one per 
cent, which might bring in approxi­ 
mately $100,000. Probably a /special 
collector would 
be appointed to 
handle the assessment, and most 
plants would make the deduction 
from the pay check. A simple form 
would be provided for each tax­ 
payer, and according to experts 
collections have been nearly a hun­ 
dred per cent in the many Penn­ 
sylvania 
communities 
and 
first 
class townships using this tax. 
It is probable that such a move 
would eliminate the $5 per capita 
lax, which 
is 
the most 
unfair 
assessment of all because it taxes 
rich and poor alike. The earned 
income tax comes closer to estab­ 
lishing the amount due on the basis 
of the ability to pay. 
It also might be possible to re­ 
duce the millage at least one, and 
still meet the additional costs. The 
many aspects of the tax obviously 
appeal to numerous councilmen, 
some of whom predici that it will 
be utilized. 
The earned income tax is one of 
the many made possible by Tax 
Law 481 .The limitation of this 
law might make it necessary to 
drop the per capita tax. You can 
obtain only the equal of ten mills 
through the various 481 taxes. War­ 
ren would be very close to that 
limit, $150,000, if the per cpaita 
were continued. 
Question. If the council adopts 
the earned income tax will the 
school board be far behind? The 
two together can not exceed one 
per cent. The school board with 
the other one-half of one per cent 
could replace its unjust 
$5 
per 
capita and $5 resident taxes.

Gas Producers 
Fight Controls 
By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON. - An orphan of 
the storm looking for a prestige­ 
laden Senate sponsor is a 1955 ver­ 
sion of “Bob Kerr’s gas bill.’’ This 
is legislation removing natural gas 
producers from the authority of 
the Federal Power Commission. 
For many years, as natural gas 
became a popular heating fuel, the 
issue has been before Congress in 
some form or another. Recently 
the Supreme Court re-affirmed, 5 
to 3, that the FPC had the power 
under the 1938 natural gas act to 
regulate sales of natural gas by 
producers where the gas is even­ 
tually to be transported across 
state lines. 
Thus it is again clear that only 
Congress can give the relief for 
which the gas producers have been 
clamoring for a long time. It is 
admitted in the industry that it will 
besiege Congress as it has in the 
past, believing that this time they 
have a President in the White 
House who will sign the bill if ii 
reaches his desk. 
Former President Truman veto­ 
ed the end product of the vigorous 
efforts of Senator Kerr of Oklaho­ 
ma who managed to get Congres­ 
sional approval of a modified ver­ 
sion of the original Moore-Rizley 
bill offered in the 80th Congress. A 
newcomer and a millionaire oil­ 
man, Kerr was warned then that 
the bill was politically perilous to 
his national ambitions as he learn­ 
ed the hard way when he sought 
the Democratic 
nomination 
for 
President in 1952. 
Kerr has since been renominated 
to the Senate after a hard fight 
and re-elected. But he now knows 
that his is not an appealing name 
to attach to the new legislation and 
it is understood he will not again 
stand in the forefront of the battle. 
One of his last lieutenants in the 
fight to enact the Kerr bill was 
Senator Lyndon Johnson of Texas 
who was of course subject to in­ 
tense pressure from his home state. 
But Senator Johnson will be ma­ 
jority leader in the next session 
and in no position to sponsor or 
struggle publicly for so controver­ 
sial a measure. He also has Presi­ 
dential ambitions. 
The issue will split the Demo­ 
crats to some degree. In a sense 
the bill fits the “giveaway” label 
which Democrats have been at­ 
taching with good success to the 
Eisenhower Administration. Many 
of them are against it anyway but 
they will use the new argument on 
any waverers that support for a 
gas bill will destroy their giveaway 
slogan. 
Actually the fight in the large 
sense is between consuming and 
producing states. Naturally the 
consumers want cheap gas, while 
the producers insist it is unfair to 
regulate prices for gas and not for 
other fuels. 
The controversy will be exacer­ 
bated by the fact that some — not 
all - oil men poured money into 
many states in an all-out effort to 
defeat such liberals as Senators 
Sparkman, Kefauver, Langer and 
Margaret Chase Smith. 
The tip-off on the prospective 
new pressures on Congress reached 
Washington in releases from the 
Socony-Vacum Oil Co. Enclosed 
was a copy of the letter sent their 
shareholders 
together with the 
annual divident. It was devoted to 
explaining how Soconys “exten­ 
sive natural gas holdings” were 
affected by the Supreme Courts 
decision, suggested that legislation 
was the only possibility of relief 
and concluded with this not very 
subtle hint: 
“We hope this letter will enable 
you to understand a little better 
what all the shooting 
is 
about 
should you feel disposed later on 
to express your views on the sub­ 
ject to your Congressman.”
